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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requests reconsideration of the 
rejections of record. Applicant canceled claim 1 and amended its dependent claims to depend from new claim 12. Claim 12 encompasses 
more limitations and a different scope than the product examined in claim 1 in the rejection of record. As such, the amendment is not 
entered since it would require further search and consideration. In addition, the newly presented claims 13-19 would require further search 
and consideration also. For instance, all proposed claims depend from new claim 12 which includes the limitation of "a second coating" 
and the limitation of "a third coating". The previously examined claims did not include these limitations. 

Applicant argues that the Tormala reference does not teach the creation of structures having coatings with non-progressive degradation 
profiles. In reply, it is first noted that Applicant's arguments are directed to a method of making rather than the statutory class (product) of 
the claimed invention. Secondly, Applicant's arguments are directed to limitations not included in the proposed claims. Finally, Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive since they are directed to claims which have not been entered. 

Applicant concludes (page 1 0 of Remarks filed 5/24/201 1 ) that the ordinary artisan would not have been motivated to combine the polymer 
coatings of metallic stent materials with the progressive degradation zones of Tormala to create the instant invention. Similarly, Applicant 
concludes that there is no motivation for combining the Anderson reference with the Tormala and Steinke reference. Finally, Applicant 
concludes that one would not have been motivated to combine the Pinchuk reference with the teachings of Tormala and Steinke. In reply, 
these positions have been fully considered but are not persuasive since reasons for Applicant's conclusions have not been presented. 
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
